40 Soviet Jews

MOSCOW (AP). — Squads of police 
swept into the busy central tele- 
graph and post office Wednesday 
and yesterday, broke up 8. hunger 
strike and detained a total of about 
40 Jews, sources reported yesterday. 

The Jews were protesting the 
government's refusal to grant them 
exit visas to Israel.

and Foreign Affairs Committee 
Chairman Haim Zadok and the 
head of the party's young leader- 
ghip, Michael Harish. 

The counter-view, outlined by auch 
speakers as Bakibbutzim 
leader Senta Josephtal, was that 
Mr. Saplr and Mr. Lyova Eilav by 
their minimalist stands made peace 
more distant because they discour- 
aged the Arabs from coming to 
grips with reality and accepting 
israel’s existence, 

They were taking part in the 
fourth session of the debate on 
the Government’s policies in the 
territorles. The next and final ses- 
sion is due to be held next month, 
with summing-up speeches expected 
from Premier Golda Mefr, Mr. 
Dayan and the Minister without 
Portfolio, Israel Galil.

Dayan: No plans to 
integrate West Bank

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
said in Jerusalem last night Israel 
will not pull back from the Golan 
Heights, permit Arab forces west of 
the Jordan river, or give up Sharm 
e-Sheikh. But there is room to 
negotiate a new border with Egypt 
in Sinai somewhere between the old 
border and the Suez Canal. 

Mr. Dayan was speaking at 8 
dinner in the Knesset, marking the 
conclusion of the Ninth International 
Convention of the World Council of 
Synagogues. 

Mr. Dayan said ‘the Government 
does not plan to integrate the West 
Bank into Israel, but that normal 
commercial relations are ‘eaithy 
and desirable. 

‘Speaking of Chief Rabbi Goren's 


‘recent action in the mamszer case Mr, 
Dayan sald that he “considered it 
first-class leadership.” He added 
that he expects the Chief Rabbis to 
solve probiems, and not to create 
them. 

Questioned on civil marriage in 
Israel Mr. Dayan said that he would 
favour it — if there was no other 
alternative. Mr. Dayan sidestepped 
ἃ question on the recognition of 
Conservative rabbis in Israel and 
said that all Jews here should be 
free to pursue their own religious 
‘Views. 

At elections earlier in the day, 
Samuel Rotstein became the new 
President of the World Council. 
Tourism Minister Moshe Kol an- 
nounced that he was joining the 
board of the Council.

Rain, accompained by thunder and 
lightning, fell last night in Wilat, 
causing power failure. Showers were 
also reported in most part of the 
Negev and in Tel Aviv, where they 
followed an electric storm. 

Hundreds of dunams of natural 
and afforested woodland were still 
ablaze yesterday near the Wadi of 
the Caves nature preserve on the 
slopes of the Carmel. 

The fire, which broke out Wed- 
nesday night, died down but flared 
up again yesterday morning, accord- 
ing to Sharon Weitz, head of the 
Jewish National Fund .fforestation 
Department. He told The Jerusalem 
Post he believed the fire broke out 
as a result of the heavy sharev, in 
ἃ garbage dump which was not se- 
parated from the woods by ade- 
quate firebreaks. 

Some 50 J.N.F. workers, aided by 
four teams of firefighters from 
Hadera, fought the blaze. In the 
evening they were reinforced by au 
army unit, but by nightfall the 
blaze was still not under controi.

5,000 rend garments 
over Goren move

Close to 5,000 persons publicly 
rent their garments in Mea Sheatrim 
tast night in an unprecedented ges- 
ture of protest during  demon- 
stration against Chief ‘Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren. The raily was called by the 
extreme-Orthodox WNatorei Karta to 
denounce Rabbi Goren's lifting of 
the status of mamzer from the 
Langer brother and sister. The de- 
monstrators, many of whom had 
come from Bnai Brak in special 
buses, fied the square in front of 
Bait Zupnik, just off ‘Sabbath 
Square. Posters which had gone up 
on the walis of Mea ‘Shearim earlier 
had called on people to ‘bring 
scissors with which to ‘cut their 
clothing, the traditional gesture of 
mourning, 

For more than two hours the 
crowd Hstened to a series of ultra- 
Orthodox rabbis, speaking over loud- 
speakers from an upper-storey bal- 
cony, denounce Rabbi Goren in im- 
passioned Yiddish for alleged dese- 
eration of the Tora. Toward the 
end of the rally a speaker called 
on the crowd to execute the ren- 
ding of the garments. “Tt will be 
done on the left side, and the gar- 
ment will be worn until the Sab- 
bath.” Quietly, members of the crowd 
pulled out scissors and knives and 
cut into their jacket lapels or 
shirts. Some expanded on the cut 
by ripping the garment further with 
their own hands ard: the sound of 
ripping cloth could be heard through- 
out the square. The cutting instru- 
ments ‘were passed around to those 
who had not brought ‘any. 

The crowd was also called upon 
to sit briefly on the ground in 
another gesture of mourning. But 
the square was so packed that not 
all could sit, The silence that had 
filled the square ended abruptly 
when members of the crowd lifted 
their voices in prayer.

_ Raya: Decision 
on [krit-Bir’im 
‘not final’ 


Jerusalem Poxt Reporter 
HAIFA, — The decision not to per- 
mit the return of the Birim and 
Ikrit evacuees to their villages is 
by no means “final” — as far as 
Archbishop Joseph Raya is con- 
cerned. 

The Greek Catholic Archbishob, 
who heads the Public Committee 
for the Return of the Birim and 
Tkrit Evacuees, was referring to 
an annountement by Premier Golda 
Meir in the Knesset last week, 
when she said the decision was 
final. “We shall continue the strug- 
gle for the return,” he told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday; “it's a 
matter of basic justice and human 
rights in this country.” 

Archbishop Raya said he had 
canvassed several hundred Jewish 
and Arab personalities on the sub- 
ject; from the answers he received 
he “gathered they, too, do not re- 
gard this decision as final.” He 
said the “committee plans to hold 
a series of meetings and is for- 
mulating long-term plans for de- 
moustrations and publicity.

U.S. Jews want active 


critical role of Israel 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
American Jewish leaders participating yesterday in the finai 
session of the President's Conference said they wanted to play ἃ 
more active role in criticizing defects in Israeli socicty, but implied 
that Israeli leaders were not willing to listen to criticism. 


Rabb! ‘David Polish, president of 
the (Reform) Central Conference of 
American Rabbis, said American 
Jews were concerned about problems 
of morality in Israeli society and 
wanted to expresa criticiam on in- 
ternal Israel affairs. 

Rabbi Louls Bernstein, president 
‘of the (Orthodox) Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America, said that in order 
for identity of American Jews with 
Israel to be complete there must 
be mutual criticlam as between 
members of the same family. 

Rabbi Israel Miller, president of 
the American Zionist Federation, 
eritielzed Israelis who emphasize 


rs the country's physical and econ- 


omic accomplishments rather than 
her spiritual significance, He said 
Israeli leaders should not come to 
the U.S. only to collect funds. They 
are needed as well to strengthen 
Jewish identity in America. 


MUTUAL CRITICISM 

In response to the eriticlsm, Jew- 
ish Agency Chalrman Arye Pincus 
sald that discussions and mutual 
criticlsm ‘between Israel and the 
Diaspora should be encouraged. At 
the same time, he said, the final 
decision on Israeli matters must 
rest with those Jews living in Is- 
Yael. He sald the concept of the 
centricity of Israel] in the life of 
the Jewish People does not contra- 
dict the Independence of Diaspora 
Jewry. Mordechal Bar-On, head of 
the Agency’s Youth and Hehaluts 
Department, also supported the con- 
cept of free discussion between Israel 
and the Diaspora; but he stressed 
that criticism of Israel should be 
based on an understanding of the 
realities of ‘the country.

In a statement to the press, Rab- 
bi Gross recalled that before the 
1969 elections he had undertaken 
to resign his seat one year before 
the Knesset completed its four-year 
term. 

Rabbi Gross has served some 
eight years in four different Knes- 
sets. He heada the Hungaro-Ruman- 
jan grouping in Agudat Yisrael and 
is an adherent of the Wishnitz 
hassidic trend, 
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Jewlah leaders in the Diaspora 
should first study Israel's problems 
at close hand before attempting to 
level criticlsm.

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HEATH DEFEATED 
ON MOVE TO AID 
MART MIGRANTS 


LONDON (Reuter). — A chastened 
British Government decided to move 
warily yesterday after a surprise 
parliamentary defeat on immigration 
reguiations. 

Official sources said the Govern- 
ment was in no mood to rush into 
action on an issue it felt had been 
confused by misunderstanding and 
mixed motives. 

The defeat came on Wednesday 
night by 275 votes to 246 after 2 
House of Commons debate on pro- 
visions for controlling entry into 
Britain. Opponents said the propos- 
ed rules favoured citizens from Eu- 
ropean Common Market countries 
over those from the Commonwealth. 

It was the first parliamentary 
reverse on 2 significant issue since 
Prime Minister Heath's Conservative 
Party came to power in the June 
1970 general election. It was also 
highly unusual because the Govern- 
ment had put its supporters under 
the strictest disciplinary pressure. 

The question of the Government's 
resignation dees not arise, but Min- 
isters will now have to find ways 
of making concessions to Conserv- 
atives who rejected the regulations. 

They must submit new rules within 
40 days, but political sources pre- 
dicted they would want to take a 
careful new look at the problem 
before risking a second defeat on 
an unexpectedly emotive issue. 

Wednesday night’s vote resulted 
from what parliamentary ‘observers 
called an uneasy alliance between 
Conservative rebels and members of 
the Labour and Liberal opposition. 

Motives were often ‘mixed, ob- 
The Conservatives 


servers said. 


mainly were protesting against re- 
gulations which they felt gave Com- 
mon Market nationals preference in 
freedom of entry and working rights 
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over Commonwealth citizens 
especially those from the old, pre- 
dominantly white countries of Ca- 
nada, Australia and New Zealand. 

Others felt the rules were more 
favourable to the “white” Common- 
wealth than to African and Asian 
members. 

An extra impetus, observers felt. 
came from the strong undercurrent 
of opposition to British entry inte 
the Common Market. Anti-Market 
parliamentarians hailed the vote as 
8 great victory. 

Basically, the rules defeated on 
Wednesday night were drawn up to 
bring British immigration law into 
line with European Community re- 
gulations on freedom of entry and 
working rights among member coun- 
tries. 

The adverse vote came despite 
reagsurances from Government 
speakers that senior ministerial con- 
sultations would take plece with 
the governments of Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand to prevent 
any hardship.

POLICE SEIZE 100 PERONISTS 


BUENOS AIRES. — Police seized 
nearly 100 Peronist demonstrators on 
Wednesday in a clash near the 
house of ex-President Juan Perop 
in a suburb of Buenos Aires. 

A group of several hundred per- 
sons were stopped at a police check- 
point near the house. They refused 
to go back and tried to break 
through, and the police fired teargas 
grenades and charged the demon- 
strators. 

A police helicopter hovered over- 
head directing the operation The 
police had permitted more than 
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100,000 persons to jam into the 
street over the weekend to give 
Peron a noisy welcome home after 
17 years in exile. On Monday, how- 
ever, roadblocks were put up and 
only small groups were permitted 
to pass. On Tuesday night some 
1,500 Peronists were ordered away 
and the area was sealed off, with 
police stationed throughout the zone. 
A Government communique said 
the action was taken to protect 
Peron from a “direct attack” plann- 
ed by persons who had infiltrated 
the Peronist youth movement. 
President Alejandro Lanusse sald 
on Wednesday that the return of 
Peron was 2 very “positive” factor 
towards restoration of democratic 
government to ‘Argentina, but indi- 


cated that the armed forces would 
block any attempt by him to re 
gain power. 

“The armed forces also have to 
give their opinion” about any presi- 
dential candidate for the forthcom- 
ing elections, said Lanusse, who 
heads the country’s military govern- 
ment and its army. 


Lanusse, addressing correspon- 
dents, msde no reference to a re 
port of an assassination plot against 
Peron that his own office distributed 
earlier. But he stressed repeatedly 
that it was his Government's res- 
ponsibility to” provide the fullest 
Security measures for Peron, mea- 
sures that in effect also limit Peron's

Nato urged to extend

The Military Committee of the 
“Auantic Assembly,” an. advisory 
body of 200 lawmakers from 14 
Nato countries, made the récom- 
mendatton to the full ‘Assembiy, 
which has been holding its annual 
meeting In Bonz this week. 

British conservative MP. Patrick 
Wall, who was author of a com- 
mittee report on the “Soviet Mari- 
time Threat,” told newsmen _yester- 
day that “50 per cent of Europe's 
olf and 25 per cent of its food- 
stuffs" are shipped around South 
Africa’s Cape of Good Hope. 

‘The committee also proposed a 
10-year Nato projection of its off 
needs and a study of ways to in-

‘A main theme of the committee’s 
findings is that the North Atlantic 
Alliance is ‘being outflanked by 
Soviet naval forces in the north, 
south, and Mediterranean.

The U.S. Command said the B-52 
bomber, which crashed ip Thailand 
on Wednesday, probably- had 
‘een hit by a Sam missile. It was 
the first time the U.S. has admitted 
the combat loss of a B-52, which 
carries a six-man crew, Ail para- 
chuted safely when the strato- 
fortress went down, the Cammand 
said. 

The U.S. has recorded six of the 
bombers crashing accidentally in 
Indochina since 1965. ae 

Hanoi Radio, announcitig it had 
shot down the bomber, said it was

In his sitting room, 
sitting under ἃ Itfe-size portrait of 
the local Mishop, he told those con- 
sulting him that they couki de 
completely ‘cured by regularly using 
herbs he would supply them — at 
a price. 

At the height of his career, he 
used 22 delivery van drivers to take 
parcels of herbs to his clients up 
and down ‘the Netherlands, Belgium, 
and in France and West Germany. 

However, two or three years ago 
& former “patient” of Mr. van de 
Moosdijk went on TV to complain 
that he had lost nearly alt his 
money by paying for herbs which 
had not cured him — ‘and had pre- 
vented bim from consulting a doc- 
tor while there was still time. 

More complaints followed; people 
lost confidenca in the “herb doc- 
tor" until he was declared bank- 
rupt. He was arrested and sen-

Bankers oppose 
new Law of 
Trade Practices

Bankers are up in arms against 
the application of the new Trade 
Practices Law to their affairs. “We 


are already exposed to the inspec- 
tion of the Examiner of Banks," 
their representatives told the Knes- 
set Economic Committee on Wed- 
hesday. “We do not need another 
authority intervening in our ac- 
tivities.” 

Dr. Yehoshua Jaffe, Commissioner 
for the Consumer, defended his view 
before the committee. The law he 
sponsored requires that suppliers 
provide a full and correct descrip- 
tion of the goods and services they 
offer, together with information 
about prices and credit terms. 
Questioned about this yesterday, Dr. 
Jaffe told The Jerusaiom Post that 
the average depositor does not know 
how much the bank charges for 
‘handling his account, how much in- 
tereat he is supposed to get, or what 
ledger fees he pays. 

There 15 no reason why the law 
should make an exception in favour 
of the financial sector, he said. Dr. 
Jaffe agrees that there should not 
be several administrative agencies 
dealing. with the same branch, and 


years ¢o become law. Dr. Jaffe 
in the meantime to delegate 
powers under the Trade Prac- 
Law to the Examiner of 
for his gector.

This view is supported by a sub- 
committee (under Dr. Fanya Ginor) 
of the Asher Committee on Tax Re- 
form. Its recommendation that tax 
Nate be published will be studied by 
the plenum of the Asher committee 
st one of its coming meetings. Should 
the sub-committee’s recommendation 
be adopted, this would create a con- 
frontation with the Finance Minister 
— who ia himself backed by tax 
experts in his Ministry. 

They say that tt takes time to 
complete assessments, particutarly in 
questionable cases. An up-to-date 
list of all returns could be achieved 
only six years after the tax-year 
in question, by which time the in- 
formation would be obsolete. 

‘Mr. Zakin believes it ig necessary 
to make the fiscal authorities com- 
Plete thelr assessments more quickly. 
The need to get their figures ready 
in time for publication ‘would help, 
he says.

Despite 
this four-year delay, it was found 
that one-quarter of the files had 
sti] not been ed, and almost 
another quarter were on appeal.

Haifa couples protest 
price of apartments

HAIFA. — Several dozen young 
couples demonstrated outside City 
Ball and then marched to Rehov 
Herz! yesterday afternoon in pro- 
test against the high cost of the 
flats being bufit for them by Shikuo 
Ovdim in Rehov Burla, Neve Sha'- 

anan. 

The demonstrators were part of a 
group of 500 couples who regis- 
tered early in 1971 with the Muni- 
cipality for public housing. In July 
1971 the first 250 homes were distri- 
buted by lottery; the remaining 
couples were promised housing on 
the same terms — 1L43.000 — “in 
ἃ couple of months.” 

As time passed with no sign of 
action on ‘the part of the Municipa- 
lity, all but 112 of the 250 couples 
dropped out of the programme. “In 
May this year the Municipality told 
us the homes would cost IL51,000. 
Shikun Ovdim said IL55,350 — a 
price that was linked 'to the Cost- 
of-Building Index in October 1971, 
when it was still relatively low. To- 
day the homes cost IL60,000 and 
are still Unked. The company ‘has 
another three years’ time in which 
to give us the keys, and who knows 
what they will cost then,” Rafael 
Ben Rafael, spokesman for the young 
couples, told The Post yesterday. 
{Shikun Ovdim is the Histedrut 
building-contracting firm.)

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Dialogue with American Jewry 


THE special session in Israel 
this Weel of the Presidents’ 


new departure. 
leaders of the American Jewish 
community’ have for the most 
part visited Israel frequently in 
their individual capacities, the 
Presidents’ Conference as a col- 
lective body has never done so. 

This group represents the 
overwhelming majority of Amer- 
ica’s six million Jews. It does 
so in a manner which preserves 
the constituent organizations. 
Inevitably this involves a Ioose- 
ness of structure and modulated 
thrust, but this is the price paid 
for brimging together the le 
spectrum of views and interests 
— secular and religious — that 
comprise the American Jewish 
community. Ν 

Yet on issues which touch the 
eore of Jewish welfare and sur- 
vival it is the President’s Con- 
ference, since its establishment 
in 1955, which has been able to 
muster American Jewry into a 
single voice. It has, for example, 
consistently played a key role in 
expressing to the U.S. Govern- 
ment the sentiments and in- 
terests of American Jewry re- 
garding issues which directly 
affect Israel. 

This has involved a continuous 
and close partnership with Is- 
rael, but it also raises questions 
about the nature of that partner- 
ship, which gained expression in 
yesterday's meetings of the 
Conference. For while American 
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Jewish leaders are prepared to 
see that Israel must be permit- 
ted to define its own needs and 
interests, they also, as Jews and 
as Jewish leaders, demand to 
‘be ‘heard.

Syria’s Be’ath Party regime headed by 
President Hafez Assad, this month marked 
the second anniversary of the bloodless coup 
in which it seized power from the extreme 
leftist wing of the same party. Until the re- 
cent series of flare-ups the regime had demon- 
strated a good deal of cautio. amd reason- 
ableness towards the conflict with asrael, de- 
apie dts declared tough line of policy. For 
some time, Assad’s government of relatively 
young, 
dating Syria's national, soclal and economic 
fronts, shattered as a result of the numerous 
coups and counter coups which plagued that 
country for ‘the previous two decades. This 
corresponded with surprising promotion of dip- 
lomatic contacts with West European coun- 
tries and a mild tone in the 2tiddle 
East conflict, all the more striking after 
Syria’s previous insistence on a “popular 
armed struggle” ἕο wipe out ‘the existence of 
the State of Israel. 

Late last summer, however, there was 8 
sudden change, mainly as a result of two 
major outside factors. One of Ithese was Da- 
mascus' involvement in a federation with 
Begypt and Libya, both of whom wanted to 
strengthen the loose union in time for its firat 
anniversary. They sought to de this by re- 
viving the Israel-Arab conflict through the re- 
activation of the Palestinian terrorist move- 
menit. The terrorists themselves took refuge in 
Syria after Israels massive crackdown in 
southern Lebanon (where the terrorists cou- 
centrated after being expelled from Joréan.) 

Links with Moscow 

The second factor wes Syria's coordina- 
tion with the Soviet Union. This increased late 
last summer as Moscow hurried to consolidate 
its presence in both Syria and Iraq, in search 
of a substitute to Egypt, which expelled the 
Russtans from its territory last July. 

Both factors eventually had grave conse- 
quences for Syria’s Middle Hast outlook. The 
terrorists involved tthat country in border con- 
frontations with Israel, and the Soviets pro- 
vided her and the terrorists with armaments

The Soviets have also 
introduced sophisticated armaments into Syria's 
armoured forces, which has over ἃ thousand 
tanks, including T54s, TS5s, and SU200s, and 
the artillery corps which includes fleld guns of 
120mm, 130mm and 152mm, and anti-air- 
craft guns of 37mm. 57mm 85mm and 100mm.
